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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 





To the Inhabitants of Coos County: 


In accordance with the requirements of the public. stat- 
utes of the State of New Hampshire we herewith submit the 
report of your commissioners, together with the reports of 
the superintendent of the county farm, physician, chaplain, 
sheriff, jailor, county solicitor, clerk of the supreme court, 
county treasurer, and auditors for the financial year ending 
December 31, 1896. 


The County Farm for the past year has been under the 
management of Mr. and Mrs. William Barnett. 

Early in the spring sealed proposals were received for 
building a new barn at the County Farm in place of the one 
burned Dec. 16, 1895, and the contract was awarded to J. C. 
Hicks & Sons. The new barn was built on the repaired 
foundations of the old structure, and is 50 feet wide by 102 
feet long. The interior arrangement is entirely changed 
from the old and is much more convenient. The cattle stable 
runs the entire length of the south side of the basement giy- 
ing about two-thirds of the cellar for droppings from the 
cattle, and the remainder for vegetable cellar and storage, 
and for hay and ensilage. The cost of the structure, includ- 
ing silo, was $2,583.90. 

The farm has produced abundant crops of hay, grain, 
vegetables, ensilage, etc. It is well stocked with animals, 
there being two pairs of good work horses, seventeen cows, 
and thirty-three head of growing animals. The cattle sheds 
have been built by the farm help. 


The buildings need but little outlay for several years 
except a coat of paint.

We think the farm and house have been managed dur- 
ing the past year in a very economical manner. 

The number of poor at the farm varies but little from last 
year.’ A portion seem contented and happy, while others 
think their lot a hard one. We think the kindest of treat- 
ment should at all times be given these unfortunate people 
by the management. 

We are of the opinion that the law in regard to children 
should be amended, so that when accompanied by one or 
both of their parents they could be retained at the farm or 
not, at the discretion of the commissioners. | | 

The cost of maintaining the poor in some towns is quite 
large, and we think that towns of over 600 population ought 
- to appoint an overseer of the poor, who shall render their 

bills to the commissioners only at the several terms of court. 

There is being considerable outlay on roads in unorgan- 
ized towns. The Dixville road will cost in all $1,274 00, 
one-fourth of which is to be paid by the land owners in said 
town, which sum has been assessed and is now due.
